The Government pretends that, 
so long as the party of sedition does not 
drill under arms or commit other overt 
acts of treason, its mischief-making must be 
tolerated for reasons of high politics: Mr. 
Duke’s first duty, in fact, is to save the 
Irish Convention. Lord Chaplin insists 
that Mr. Duke’s first duty is the mainten- 
ance of law and order in Ireland, and it 
will be observed that neither Lord Wim- 
borne nor Lord Curzon ventured to meet 
him on this ground. It is lamentably 
manifest that law and order are not being 
maintained in Ireland to-day. The forces 
of disaffection have been quick to realise 
that the sanctions of law have disappeared. 
They know that they will not be punished 
because the Executive fears to punish, hav- 
ing abandoned, as Mr. Justice Ross said 
on Wednesday, “ all reins of power.” Lord 
Wimborne, who seems to be very easily 
satisfied, congratulates his Government on 
the fact that nobody in Ireland “ goes im 
fear of his life.’

But 
most of" the leaflets do not come to the notice 
of the authorities until sfter they have been 
partly distributed, and there is often a difficulty 
in ascertaining the authorship. Further, the 
penalty imposed by statute upon the printing 
of these leaflets without disclosing the printer ¢ 
name, is inadequate, and some of them are 
distributed without the imprint required by 
law. In these circumstances, the Government 
consider that additional powers are required. 
(Hear, hear.) It is proposed, therefore, to 
make a new regulation under the. Defence of 
the Realm Acts, requiring every leaflet sui 
to the present war, or to the conclusion o 
peace, to bear the names and addresses of the 
author and printer, and to be submitted to the 
Press Bureau for approval. (Hear, hear.) This 
regulation will be submitted forthwith for ap- 
proval.

Hitherto it has undermined Cabinets, but 
never voted them directly out of office 
They retired volantarily as the result of 
internal difficulties. M. Painlevé's Ministry, 
even more than its predecessors, experi- 
enced these difliculties—to an extent, in- 
deed, which imposed a veritable paralysis 
upon its functions—but it has fallen 
through an explicit withdrawal of the con- 
fidence of the Chamber. Unfortunately, in 
dismissing the late Government the Cham- 
ber has given no indication as to a suc- 
cessor which is likely to command its con- 
fidence. The adverse vote which overthrew 
M. Painlegp was the result of a fortuitous 
combination of normally discordant parties. 
It has little or nothing to do with the con- 
duct of the war. The Chamber by its 
votes during the final sitting drew a clear 
distinction between the external and the 
internal poliey of the Government. It 
endorsed in general the Ministerial de- 
claration with regard to unity of Allied 
action, though the Rapallo agreement was 
criticised on the ground not that it goes 
too far, but that it does not go far enough, 
towards unification. The occasion of the 
Ministry's fall was M. Painlevé’s demand

INFANTILE MORTALITY IN 
DUBLIN. 


The inaugural meeting of the session 1917-18 
of the Statistical and Social Inquiry Society of 
Ireland was held last evening at 85 Stephen's 
Green, Dublin. The President, Mr. Wm. 
Lawson, LL.D., occupied the chair, amd de- 
livered an interesting lecture, entitled “ Infant 
Mortality and the Notification of Births’ Acts, 
1907-15." There was a good attendance 

The President, after reviewing the legislation 
dealing with the subject of the paper, went on 
to say that the scheme adopted by the Dublin 
Corporation provided that the Infant Aid Bociety 
was to have charge of visiting the homes of 
the people, subject to the supervision of the 
Public Health Committee, while the Womou's 
National Health Association's activities in re- 
lation to the babies’ clubs were to be ‘utilised 
in a similar way. The total grants amounted 
to £1,000, of which £500 came from the rates 
and the balance from the Treasury. The evils 
of the tenement system in Dublin must, he said, 
favour excessive mortality. The difficulty in 
carrying out Dr. Bigger’s recommendations as 
regards Dublin was merely one of expense. The 
fact that new dwellings could not built by 
the Corporation and let at low rents without 
great loss had been proved by experience. This 
consideration would continue to press after the 
war. A simple remedy was to improve the 
etter class of tenement houses, either by put 
ting pressure on the owners or by taking den 
cover and remodelling them. 

Sir William Thompson, Registrar-General. 
said the subject dealt with by Mr. Lawson was 
of national importance, and should have pre- 
ference to many other pressing public questions. 
He should like to emphasise the point that more 
attention would have to be given to anti-natal 
help. (Applause.) 

A vote of thanks was passed to Mr. Lawson.
